JAPANESE LACQUERS 

THROUGH the generosity of 
Mr. Edward Mallinckrodt, the 
Museum has received a valuable and 
interesting collection of Japanese lac- 
quers of the seventeenth and eigh- 
teenth centuries. Among the pieces 
presented are two octagonal boxes, 
called kaioke, in silver, gold and 
bronze lacquer on a nashiji lacquer 
ground. They have a decoration of 
cranes, bamboo and pine trees and 
were made in Kyoto in 1760 for the 
Daimyo Nabeshima of Hizen, whose 
crest they bear in a number of places. 
There are also three small, grace- 
fully proportioned tables in nashiji 
lacquer with a decoration of bamboo 
stalks and leaves and bearing the To- 
kugawa crest. A dining set, con- 
sisting of two small individual tables 



and various sorts of vessels and con- 
tainers, is likewise in nashiji lacquer, 
decorated with paulownia leaves and 
fiWers. The collection also contains 
a lady's "treasure" box for toilet arti- 
cles, and a group of thirty inros. 

OBJECTS LENT BY 
MR. BIXBY. 

Mr. William K. Bixby has lent to 
the Museum for the summer an im- 
portant group of Chinese and Japan- 
ese objects, which have been installed 
in a case in gallery 32. Prominent 
among these are a fine Chun yao jar 
and a Chun yao dish. There are also 
some rare old Chinese bronzes, in- 
cluding a group of chariot parts made 
during the Chou dynasty, which are 
of great interest. In addition, the 
group embraces Chinese porcelains, 
jades and Japanese metal work.
